the  average  yearly  volume  that  may  be  harvested 
from  a dehned  planning  area. 

the  basis  unit  of  measurement  for  lumber.  This 
measurement  is  normally  disclosed  in  thousand 
board  feet  (Mfbm). 

establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  wooden  kitchen  cabinets, 
bathroom  vanities  (finished  and  unhnished) 
and  wooden  tops  for  tables,  bars  and  counters 
(finished  and  unfinished).  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  free 
standing  wooden  kitchen  cabinets  are  classified 
in  Furniture  and  Fixtures. 

needleleaf,  cone -bearing  softwood  (spruce,  pine, 
hr)  used  for  pulp,  lumber  and  plywood. 

a 20-year  allocation  based  on  direct  issue  or 
competitive  sale.  A quota  represents  the  right 
to  harvest  a share  (as  a percentage  of  the  AAC 
within  a FMU  or  the  right  to  harvest  timber 
within  a dehned  area  of  a FMU. 

typically  broad-leaved,  hardwood  (poplar  and 
birch)  used  for  oriented  strand  board,  pulp  and 
lumber. 

revenues  generated  by  the  respective  primary 
or  secondary  industry. 


measured  in  full  time  equivalents  (FTE).  One 
FTE  is  based  on  an  average  of  2,080  hours  per 
year. 

establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  structural  wood  members,  other 
than  solid  dimension  lumber  and  timber. 


Glossary 


Forest  Management  Agreement  (FMA) is  a long-term,  negotiated  and  legislated 

agreement  between  the  Government  of  Alberta 
and  a company  to  establish,  grow  and  harvest 
timber  on  a perpetual  sustained  yield  basis 
on  a dehned  land  area.  The  forest  company 
is  required  to  carry  out  forest  management 
responsibilities,  established  according  to 
a management  plan  approved  by  Alberta 
Sustainable  Resource  Development. 

Forest  Management  Unit  (FMU) a defined  area  of  forest  land  located  in  the 

Green  Area  and  designated  by  the  Government 
of  Alberta  to  be  managed. 


Furniture  and  Fixtures establishments  primarily  engaged  in 

manufacturing  household  and  office  furniture  of 
all  kinds  where  the  main  component  is  wood. 

Green  Area primarily  the  unsettled  portion  of  the  province 


defined  as  forest  lands  not  available  for 
agricultural  development  other  than  grazing. 
This  provides  a secure  land  base  on  which  to 
practice  long-term  forest  management. 

Indirect revenues  generated  by  suppliers  to  the 

respective  primary  or  secondary  industry. 

Induced benefits  to  the  economy  generated  by  industr)^ 

employees  and  suppliers  spending  their  income. 

Laminated  Veneer  Lumber  (LVL) structural  wood  member  constructed  of  veneers 

laminated  from  which  pieces  of  specihc  sizes 
can  be  trimmed.  It  is  used  in  a variety  of  wood 
building  products. 

Log  Volume  Consumed a dry-formed  panel  product  manufactured  from 

wood  fibers  combined  with  a synthetic  resin 
or  other  suitable  binder  and  compressed  in  a 
hot  press  to  a density  of  from  31  to  50  pounds 
per  cubic  foot.  It  is  used  in  the  construction  of 
home  and  office  furniture. 

Millwork  and  Finished  Products establishments  primarily  engaged  in 

manufacturing,  for  industrial  or  residential  use, 
products  including  those  wooden  products

covered  with  metal  or  plastic. 

Oriented  Strand  Board  (OSB) a structural  panel  made  of  narrow  strands  of 

fiber  oriented  lengthwise  and  crosswise  in 
layers,  with  a resin  binder.  Depending  on  the 
resin  used,  OSB  can  be  suitable  for  interior 
or  exterior  applications  (i.e.  house  and  roof 
panelling). 

Pre-Fabricated  Buildings establishments  primarily  engaged  in 

manufacturing  prefabricated  or  pre-cut 
buildings  of  wood  frame  construction. 
Prefabricated  buildings  (factory  built)  include 
all  buildings  premanufactured  at  a plant  either 
in  sections,  complete  units  or  in  components 
for  “on-site”  erection.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  log  cabins  and  log 
houses  are  included. 

Property  Taxes Property  taxes  are  a subset  of  both  corporate 

and  personal  tax  amounts,  and  are  listed 
separately  to  show  the  impact  the  operations 
have  on  local  regions. 

Remanufactured  Products establishments  primarily  engaged  in  re-sawing 

of  lumber  and  wood  blocks  to  produce  high 
value  lumber,  shingles;  splitting  blocks  of  wood 
to  produce  shakes;  cutting  to  size  and  treating 
poles,  pilings,  posts  and  similar  roundwood 
products;  manufacturing  wood  containers, 
container  parts,  cooper’s  products  and  parts, 
and  pallets. 

Stumpage  fees/protection  charges cash  fees  and  charges  paid  for  stumpage 

rights.  They  include  fees  such  as  holding  and 
protection  charges  and  timber  dues.  In-kind 
services  provided  by  the  harvester  for  services 
such  as  reforestation  are  over  and  above  these 
fees. 

Specialty establishments  primarily  engaged  in 

manufacturing  value  added  wooden  products 
not  classified  elsewhere.
